Byrd said he has a promise from 
Senator Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina, chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, that the com-

Meanwhile Fulbright’s subcom- 
mittee has placed in its official 
record a letter it demanded from 
Francis N. Rosenbaum, Washing- 
lawyer.

Enemy Unable to Hold. 
Gen. MacArthur, on his first 
visit to the fighting front 10 miles 
north of Seoul, said the Com- 
munist enemy “does not seem to 
be able to hold or to make a 
great effort.” 
Looking more fit and healthy 
than at any time in recent months, 
he sat in his jeep in the flattened 
railroad hub of Uijongbu and 
watched United States artillery 
plaster a jagged mountain peak 
to the north. 
MacArthur was greeted by 
Gen. Ridgway and Maj. Gen. 
Earle E. Partridge, Fifth Ajr 
Force commander. They conferred 
for 20 minutes inside MacArthur's 
plane before leaving for the for- 
ward area. 
Before leaving Tokyo, Mac- 
Arthur said in his statement that 
the status of the old dividing line 
between North and South Korea 
has been “thoroughly discussed 
in recent statements from Wash- 
ington, London and other capitals.

The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
announcing this last night, said 
the index figure was high enough | 
to give 1,000,000 non-operating | 
railroad workers a six-cent hourly | 
pay rise.

But the projected six-cent rise, 
added to the 12% cents granted 
March 1 by the carriers would 
break the Government's wage 
formula which restricts raises to | 
10 per cent above Jan. 15, 1950. 
levels. 

A spokesman for Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense Carl Bendet- 
sen, who has been running the 
railroads for the Army, said pres- 
ent plans call for carrying out the 
workers’ contract provisions. Ben- 
detsen himself was not available 
for comment.

Labor leaders did not leave the de- 
fense agencies because of the wage or- 
der. They left because the stabilization 
program is unfair to the American peo- 
ple, and detrimental to the defense pro- 
gram. 


If any government leaders wonder 
why organized labor is “disturbed about 
the conduct of the defense stabilization 
program, here is the first and most im- 
portant answer—high prices,” A.F.L. 
President William Green has said. 


“The plain people of this country are 
being hurt. Millions of Americans who 
must depend upon wages for their liv- 
ing, and others dependent upon fixed 
incomes, such as pensions, are being 
victimized. The Government has re- 
peatedly promised that it will hold the 
line. It has not done so. 


“The nation’s whole defense mobiliza- 
tion program, from top to bottom, Is 
staffed by the representatives of big 
business . . chiefly concerned, not 
with protecting the public, but with 
satisfying business.” 

William Green has long been known 
as a conservative labor leader and an 
enemy of Communism.

Andrei Gromyke appears to have arranged 
matters so that if the Paris conference fails to 
agree on the agenda for a Big Four conference, 
Russia will come away with a propaganda ad- 
vantage. 

He did this by offering to discuss at such a 
conference not only the question of Germany's 
future, not only the causes of general European 
tension, not only the means of ending fear of 
aggression, not only the fulfillment of present 
treaty obligations, but also the question of Big 
Four disarmament and above all the question of 
establishing international control and inspection 
to enforce disarmament. 

The Soviet Union, in short, has managed to 
make it appear that it is ready to negotiate just 
about every cause of tension in Europe. The 
Western diplomats, on the other hand, have 
been put into the position of t-rossers and 
i-dotters. 

Long experience in negotiating with the Rus- 
sians has taught the West that t's must be 
crossed and i's dotted, for the Kremlin is skilled 
at exploiting loopholes. But while this is im- 
portant in diplomacy, it cannot be easily trans- 
lated into propaganda. The Russians have made 
it appear that it is they who are taking the 
initiative for peace, and the West which is 
holding back. 

As a matter of fact, Gromyko has now ac- 
cepted most of the Western suggestions for an 
agenda except that of an Austrian treaty. The 
West's desire to talk about rearmament in FEast- 
ern Europe appears to be met by bringing in 
the subject of present treaty obligations, since 
the satellites’ armed strength is covered by 
treaties. The subject of measures to end the 
fear of aggression should cover everything the 
West wishes to bring up about Soviet conduct in 
the past five years. And when disarmament is 
linked with international inspection to enforce 
it, we have little ground on which to reject 
negotiations. 

There is one way to prevent Russia from win- 
ning a propaganda victory at Paris. That is to 
agree on a foreign ministers’ conference. If that 
is done, the West should then set itself the task 
of recapturing the initiative for peace from the 
Kremlin.

It Is the Kefauver Committee 

Senator Tobey and other members of the 
Senate Crime Committee will ask that their 
investigation be extended 60 days, though Sena- 
tor Kefauver repeats that he cannot continue 
as chairman. Yet we hope that he will remain 
in the chair, and that the Republican members 
so eager for more inquiry will prevail upon 
their Democratic chairman to lead it. 

After nearly a year spent in pursuit of crimi- 
nal trails, Senator Kefauver is naturally tired. 
He deserves rest. He also has other duties and 
personal problems which require attention. At 
te same time, the Crime Committee is his 
committee. It is the Kefauver Committee. He 
engineered the investigation, and has led it 
skillfully and productively. 

Estes Kefauver has shown the-.country quite 
well what the leadership of a congressional in- 
vestigation should be. He has been quiet, per- 
suasive and determined. He has shown due re- 
gard for the rights of witnesses, even criminal 
witnesses, but he has not Jet them put him off 
their track. Neither timidity nor self-assertion 
have deterred his hunt for information. He has 
not indulged in smears and he has not allowed 
anyone to balk the work of Congress. 

For 60 more days, if the committee is con- 
tinued no longer, it certainly should remain 
the Kefauver Committee. The Senator from 
Tennessee is needed as chairman not only to 
pursue the project to the end, but to emphasize 
that congressional investigations can be con- 
ducted with dignity and effectiveness.

Two Governors 

Out of w#frofessional courtesy, the Kefauver 
committee took care not to issue a formal sum- 
mons for any Governor to testify. But two 
governors were specifically invited to appear 
voluntarily, and Senator Kefauver made it 
clear that the committee would enjoy very 
much the opportunity of an interview. 

One was Gov. Forrest Smith of Missouri, who 
had been described in previous testimony as 
the beneficiary of gamblers’ campaign dona- 
tions. The other was Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York, whose State Police Superinten- 
dent testified that it had been state policy for 
years not to interfere with open gambling at 
Saratoga Springs. 

Gov. Smith appeared before the Kefauver 
committee in Kansas City last September, and 
denied flatly that he received any campaign 
contributions from gamblers. At the Kefauver 
hearings in St. Louis, Feb. 24, William Mo- 
lasky swore that he gave $2500 to John Hen- 
dren for Smith's campaign, and suggested sev- 
eral persons for appointment to the St. Louis 
Police Board. The Kefauver committee natu- 
rally would like to question Gov. Smith again. 

Neither Gov. Smith nor Gov. Dewey accepted 
the invitation. The New Yorker was perhaps 
a little smoother in his rejection. He cordially 
invited the committee to visit him instead, al- 
though he well knew that its hearing schedule 
was fixed and could not be altered to suit his 
convenience. For all practical purposes, Gov, 
Smith and Gov. Dewey stood together: both 
refused to testify. 

That is the record, and it is not a creditable 
record for either Governor. 
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If winter comes, can spring be far behind? 
And don't everybody answer at once. 
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He’s Angry—And Who Isn't? 

The cold figures at the bottom of this year's 
income tax return were enough to make any- 
body see red. But William M. Jeffers, 75-year- 
old former head of the Union Pacific Railroad 
and the federal rubber program, must have 
been more angry than most people. 

The day after the deadline for filing income 
tax returns, he sent off a hot letter to Vice 
President Alben Barkley demanding that the 
Senate do something. Certainly he will find a 
sympathetic response—and not only from pen- 
sioners less well-fixed than he—to his com- 
plaint that, “instead of enjoying my retirement, 
I am confronted with a battle to get enough to- 
gether to even make a living.” 

What he specifically wanted the Senate to 
do, he did not say. But he might have gotten 
an idea by now if he listened to a recent speech 


000,000 tax increase, 
sumably was what made Mr. Jeffers explode 
when he saw it on his tax bill, already has 


spiral. He might lend his influence to the cam- 
paign for real price, credit and rent controls te 
go with wage controls. 

Instead of venting all his spleen on the Presi- 
dent, he might enter the lists egainst the rep- 
resentatives of special privilege, wherever they 
may be found. Then he might indeed help 
force Congress to do something to. relieve the 
plight not only of persons on fixed incomes. but 
all taxpayers. 


Plain Rules for Public Power 

The water power program which President 
Truman has ordered drawn is unquestionably 
needed. It can be valuable if the President 
intends it to produce a statement of guiding 
principles which are to be applied to specific 
cases as they arise. 

Hostile private utilities are trying to sabotage 
the public power program in two main ways. 
The first is by making its operation inefficient, 
as by denying it steam plants to supplement 
hydro, and intruding private plants into what 
should be an integrated public system. The sec- 
ond is by obstructing the benefits of public 
plants from reaching the public, as by denying 
them transmission lines. 

On these as on other matters of national pol- 
icy, it is true that no Congress can bind a suc 
ceeding Congress, and there is to that extent an 
element of futility in all assertions of guiding 
principles to be followed. 

It would be well, though, for any Congress to 
make up its collective mind where it stands on 
these issues, so that it would cease legislating 
with first one policy and then the opposite. 

A statement of consistent policy would also 
at least encourage succeeding Congresses to 
move in accordance with it instead of reverting 
to legislative &chizophrenia. 

The need of coherent national policies on the 
major aspects of public power is enhanced b¢ 
the defense program. Marquis Childs reporfed 
recently that a broad national interest is at 
stake in a struggle between the administrator of 
electric power development under the defense 
program and the rural electric co-operatives. 

The administrator, Clifford B. McManus, is a 
private power company executive. He has de- 
manded that all plans for system expansions be 
submitted to him for approval, and the co-ops 
think he is trying to use his authority to knife 
them in the back. — 

We expect that private and public power are 
going to be living together side by side in this 
country for a long while. The national emer- 
gency should not be permitted to allow either to 
gain an unfair advantage. Neither should an 
inability of Congress to make up its mind about 
what it wants to do and how it wants to do it. 

We would like to see a plain-spoken, down-to- 
earth program drawn up by the departments and 
agencies to which President Truman has en- 
trusted this work. (They are the Secretaries of 
Defense, Interior, Agriculture and Commerce, 
the Federal Power Commission and the Federal 
Security Administration.) ‘ 

It should not be a mere re-denunciation of 
oft-denounced old faults, coupled with vague 
generalities about how to correct them, as was 
the report of the President's Water Resources 
Policy Committee. It should set forth the 
fundamentals in such a way that they can be 
applied to legislation and made a permanent 
part of the public’s business in the power field. 
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Our Absent Representatives 

State Representatives from St. Louis have 
been asleep at their posts during hearings of 
the House Roads Committee on highway legisla- 
tion. Chairman Milton Duvall of Clarksville says 
not one of them testified in favor of needed 
revenue increases. 

Yet St. Louis is trying to go ahead with the 
Third street interregional highway and other 
projects and is drawing plans for three new 
expressways. The State Highway Department is 
expected to help, and how can it? 

The Department has planned a 10-year road 
improvement program including $137,000,000 for 
urban roads. A 4-cent gasoline tax would sup- 
port this program. The present 2-cent tax would 
leave a $253,000,000 shortage. Even a 3-cent tax, 
proposed in a substitute bill before the com- 
mittee, would not pay for an adequate road 
program. Mr. Duvall conceded that to a highway 
engineers’ conference here. 

Since the State has to place its major high- 
way system first, city highway work will suf- 
fer from any deficiency of state funds. Yet 
while the truckers and oil company lobbyists 
were pressuring the committee to cut the tax 
increase, St. Louis had nobody to speak for 
its interest. What kind of representation is this 
for a city with 18 Representatives? 
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Whoops! What a Heave! 

Whatever else the University of Illinois bas- 
ketball team did this season, it set a long-dis- 
tance record for the national tournament. The 
Illini's Rod Fletcher scored a basket from 61 
feet 8 inches away. This is 68 per cent of the 
length of the court. It is also, as we estimate 
it, 34 per cent farther than an average player 
would ever attempt a goal, 29 per cent farther 
than the most demanding coach would ever 
hope for, 12 per cent farther than any specta- 
tor had any right to expect, and 14 per cent of 
lilinois’ margin of victory over North Carolina 
State, which was the only distance that really 
counted, 
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Peron’s Business 

Juan Peron’s Foreign Minister, Hipolito Jesus 
Paz, has bluntly told the United States to keep 
out of the case of La Prensa. Obviously the 
United States has had nothing to do with the 
case. The forcible closing of a great newspaper 
is President Peron’s own dirty internal busi- 
ness. But there is a diplomatic question which 
North America could put to him. 

In 1945, the Governments of the United 
States and of Argentina became parties to the 
“Act of Chapultepec.” This was not a binding 
treaty, but it did contain a considered agree- 
ment by the American Republics that “freedom 
of communication of thought, oral as weil as 
written, is the essential condition to the de 
velopment of a watchful public opinion . + , 
to guard against any attempt at aggression.” 

The New World nations specifically pledged 
themselves to work for freedom of the press. 
And since the United States and Argentina both 
signed the agreement, our State Department 
would hardly be meddling in Argentine do- 
mestic affairs if it asked the Peron Govern- 
ment whether its signature or freedom of press 
mean anything te it. Or are these matters of 
honor and democracy as old as yesterday's 
newspaper, meaning La. Prensa?

Oklahoma oil town is embarrassed by national attention given its 
» fight over library; question of officials’ right to fire veteran librar- 
ian is now before courts; issue involves censorship of “subversive” 
Magazines and race segregation apparently is in background.

Quiet, silver-haired Ruth W. Brown, sit- 
ting im the parlor of her white cottage a 
block from downtown Bartlesville, didn’t 
look like the militant type. But around 
her head a democracy fight—now being 
directed toward settlement in the Okla- 
homa Supreme Court—is being waged. 


Bartlesville, oil-rich town of 19,000 in- 
habitants in northeastern Oklahoma, has 
mixed feelings about the growing publicity 
being given its battle in the national 
press. The city’s democracy tussle has in- 
volved not only Miss Brown, but a Citizens 
Committee, library board, the mayor, city 
commission and district judges. 


According to Mayor E. S. Dunaway and 
Mrs. C. S. Warren, president of the former 
Citizens Committee, the whole affair grew 
out of complaints of Bartlesville citizens 
over the presence in the library of certain 
periodicals they described as subversive. 

Deciding to take ,action, a group of 
about 40 interested 
citizens met with the 
city commissioners 
in. February of 1950. 
They listed the li- 
brary’s “subversive” 
publications as _ in- 
cluding Soviet Rus- 
sia Today, the Negro 
Digest, Consumer 
Reports, The Nation 
and the New Repub- 
lic, and recommend- 
ed that they be re- 
moved from the li- 
brary. 

Soon thereafter 
the city commission- 
ers enacted an ordinance placing the ad- 
ministration of the library under control 
of the commissioners and set up an ad- 
visory board. The former. board was re- 
lieved of responsibility, and on June 15 
the new board was appointed. 

On July 25 Miss Brown was dismissed 
by the city commissioners, in the words 
of Mayor Dunaway, “for insubordination 
in refusing to answer the commissioner's 
questions unless they were in writing.”

Were Dismissals Invalid? 


The main issue now in the “Battle of 
Bartlesville” is whether or not Miss Brown 
and the old library board can be rein- 
stated. The big argument is whether the 
original library board, appointed by the 
city commissioners under provisions of a 
state statute and which administered the 
city library, was autonomous. 

If it was, then the city commissioners’ 
enactment of an ordinance permitting the 
election of a new board under control of 
the commission, purported to have been 
done under a home rule charter, would be 
invalid. 


An outside district judge—after a local 
judge had disqualified himself because of 
local sentiments—rendered a decision in 
favor of the city commission. Now a de- 
fense committee supporting Miss Brown, 
after bringing action in the district court, 
is raising funds to carry the case to the 
Oklahoma Supreme Court. 


Mayor Dunaway and Mrs. Warren 
strongly deny it, but Miss Brown and her 
supporters believe that the racial ques- 
tion is intertwined in the whole affair. 
Miss Brown, city librarian for 30 years, 
has long been active in efforts to help 
secure rights for Bartlesville’s 900 Ne- 
groes. Her enthusiasm has led her, in the 
opinion of some, to argue for rights that 
are presently beyond the compass of the 
racial outlook in this border state. 


Miss Brown’s Activities 


She caused a local furor, for instance, 
when she took two Negro high school 
teachers—one a graduate of Tuskegee In- 
stitute and the other from Lincoln Uni- 
versity in Missouri—to a downtown drug- 
store lunch counter, where a waiter re- 
fused to serve them. She ran into tempo- 
rary opposition in taking Negroes with her 
to church. 

Some of these activities, it should be 
stated, have caused even several of Miss 
Brown's most ardent admirers to wonder 
if she has not been more courageous than 
wise. 

Mayor Dunaway avers that the city 
commissioners’ conflict with Miss Brown 
has been over “insubordination” and “sub- 
versive” publications in the library. 


The Bible and Bartlesville 


On inspection of the city library some 


‘weeks ago; this reporter found that for 


a time, at least, copies of The Nation and 
New Republic were kept under the coun- 
ter. -An out-of-date issue of Soviet Russia 
Today was on hand. But Negro Digest 
was not available. Since then, the Mayor 
said, the magazines have been put back 
in the library racks. 


Mayor Dunaway acknowledged that the 
subject of race relations had come up in 
the city commission's meetings with Miss 
Browh. He remembered one discussion in 
which Commissioner W. A. Forrest had 
remarked to Miss Brown, “We know your 
attitude on race relations. It may be ac- 
cording to the Bible and the Constitution 
but it is not according to the wishes of 
the majority of the people of Bartlesville.” 

It has surprised and somewhat embar- 
rassed Bartlesville that its “battle” is con- 
tinuing to attract national attention. The 
city would like nothing better than to see 
an end to the controversy so it can get out 
of the spotlight.

‘AGGRESSIVE’ AIMS 


PARIS, March 24 (AP)—Rus- 
sia's Andrei Gromyko charged the 
United States with “aggressive de- 
signs” at today’s meeting of the 
deputy foreign ministers. They 
adjourned until Tuesday, still 
deadlocked over an agenda for a 
projected Big Four conference on 
world tensions.

FREIGHT RATE RISE 
GOAL 10 19 PUT.

New Request to ICC to 
Replace Petition for 
6 Pct. Hike Filed Two 
Months Ago. 


CHICAGO, March 24 (AP)— 
The railroads are asking the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
for a 15 per cent increase in 
freight rates instead of the 6 
per cent increase they requested 
two months ago. 


The railroads have been grant- 
ed eight increases in freight rates 
on a national basis since 1946. 
Postwar increases in freight rates 
average 57 per cent and have been 
estimated by the ICC to have add- 
ed about three billion dollars an- 
nually to freight charges.” 

In boosting their original re- 
quest from 6 to 15 per cent, the 
carriers said that more than $950,- 
000,000 would be added to their 
annual costs because of higher 
wages and prices of supplies and 
materials. 

The ICC on March 14 approved 
an interim freight rate boost of 
4 per cent in Eastern territories 
and 2 per cent in other areas. 

Decision to seek the 15 per 
cent hike was announced yester- 
day at the end of a two-day meet- 
ing of officials of the Traffic Ex- 
ecutives’ Association, Eastern 
railroads, the Southern Freight 
Association and the Western Traf- 
fice Association. 

A few exceptions are contained 
In the amended petition to be 
filed with the ICC within a few 
days. These provide for maxi- 
mum boosts of 10 cents a hundred 
pounds on sugar and lumber and 
15 cents a hundred pounds on 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 

Changes in rates for coal haul- 
ing also are sought. The maxi- 
mum increases requested will be 
23 cents-a net ton where the rate 
is $1.50 or less; 34 cents where it 
is between $1.51 and $2.25, and 
50 cents if it is $2.26 or more.

Large quantities of medicine, 
clothing, food and insecticide are 
being flown in from Saigon under 
the direction of Morris Chase of 
New York, ECA’s acting mission 
chief in Indochina. 

The air lift was organized after 
two ECA investigators, Herman 
Holiday of Indianapolis and Har- 
old Townsend of Fredericksburg, 
Va., reported the refugees in dire 
straits.

U.S. OFFER TO BUY 
GARSSON BROTHERS 
PLANT APPROVED 


CHICAGO, March 24 (AP)—A 
federal bankruptcy referee yester- 
day approved a Government offer 
of $803,458.54 for the Batavia 
(Ill.) plant of the wartime Garsson 
munitions combine. In World War 


II the plant was operated by Ba- 
tavia Metal Products, Inc. It was 
run by the Garsson brothers, Mur- 
ray and Henry. 

The Garssons and former Rep- 
resentative Andrew J. May (Dem.), 
Kentucky, were convicted in 1946 
of passing bribes and sent to 
prison. May was accused of ac- 
cepting $53,000 from the Garssons 
for helping them get munitions 
contracts worth $78,000,000. 

May served nine months and 
13 days of a two-year sentence 
before he was paroled last Sept. 
18. The Garssons also were sen- 
tenced to two years each and 
are still in prison. 

After the scandal broke the 
Batavia firm went into receiver- 
ship. The Government filed tax 
and other claims totaling $3,500,- 
000. John P. Lulinsky, assistant 
United States attorney, said the 
Government purchase price will 
be credited toward that amount. 

The plant covers 104% acres and 
includes 14 buildings, machinery 
and office equipment. Shell cas- 
ings and containers for chemicals 
were manufactured there during 
the war, when 16,000 persons 
were employed.

It is slow stuff, not particularly 
enlivened by a device of having Keenan Wynn play a dual 
role of twin press-agents, one a typical Broadwayite and the 
other Anglicized to the last pip-pip and broad A. The script 
adds no laurels to those that Author Lerner gathered for 
“Brigadoon.” 

The dancer Fred is in love with is played by a Sarah 
Churchill, a girl with strong aristocratic features. There is 
a persistent rumor, not at all squelched by the publicity de- 
partment, that she is the daughter of Winston Churchill. But, 
no, it couldn't be, because her dad turns out to be Albert 
(“Finian’s Rainbéw”) Sharpe, the proprietor of a pub, and a 
man, in spite of his cockney accent, with an almost treason- 


ably Irish countenance. 
Marlene’s Legs and Jannings’ Acting 


We don't usually review reissues, but there is one of the 
unusual interest opening at the ART today. It is “THE BLUE 
ANGEL.” Joseph von Sternberg’s tragedy with Emil Jan- 
nings and Marlene Dietrich. It was originally shown with 
dubbed-in English dialogue in this country 20 years ago, but 
here is in the original German, with, of course, English sub- 
titles (only about one-third the usual number of sub-titles are 
necessary, by the way, a commentary on the explicitness of the 
action). There have been many dramas about a respectable man 
being destroyed by a hard-hearted wanton, but I can't remem- 
ber any better than this. As a high-school professor who is 
dragged to the depths as an alcoholic seller of racy post-cards 
and a slapabout buffoon by his marriage to a cheap cabaret 
chanteuse, Jannings is superb, making a tragic, pitiful figure. 
Miss Dietrich gives adisplay of brazen, coolly amused 
which she’s never been allowed to match on the 


screen.

West, taking the cue from his 
partner, Jed another trump, and 
obviously, this created a problem 
for South. He could not hope to 
ruff all of his clubs, so he cor- 
rectly shifted te the spade suit

in an effort to build an extra 
trick there. He led the deuce, and 
when West played the five, sim- 
ply passed the trick to East. 
East was helpless to avert 
South’s plot. He returned a dia- 
mond. South ruffed, then ruffed 
a club in dummy, ruffed another 
diamond and another club, and 


then entered his own hand with 
the spade ace to draw West's last 
trump. On this trick East was 
squeezed so he either had to dis- 
card the club ace or give up his 
spade stopper. 

East's defense, notably his duck 
of the singleton club lead from 
dummy, was excellent, but West 


missed his opportunity when he 
failed to put up the spade queen 
on declarer’s first lead of that 
suit! This play would have broken 
the communications between 
South and North; or, if South let 
West hold the spade queen, an- 
other trump lead would wreck 
the contract.
